Last  year  all  of  my  “green-fin- 
gered” friends  were  a constant 
source  of  envy  to  me^for  I achiev- 
ed only  Moderate  success  with  my 
Victory  Garden.  That  might  have 
been,  dye,  of  course,  to  the  fact 
that  my  experience  with  growing 
vegetables  and  such  things,  was 
very  lean.  But  this  year,  with  the 
help  of  clement  weather,  exactly 
the  right  amount  of  rainfall,  and 
(tomato  growers  tell  me  this  is 
necessary)  plenty  of  moonlight,  I 
shall  have  a garden  that  will  pro- 
duce lavishly  and  stock  the  larder 
against  another-  winter.

Of  course  tills  year,  unlike 
last  year,  2 am  also  steeped  in 
experience.  I know  now  that 
each  mound  shauld  be  care- 
fully identified. . Last  year, 
through  some  slight  miscalcu- 
lation, I fertilised  the  three 
mounds  I thought  contained 
watermelon  seeds  and  several 
others  I thought  contained 
muskmelons.  The  result  was 
that,  when  the  fruits  matured, 
we  had  an  abundance  of  cu- 
cumbers—far  more  than  we 


could  possibly  use  ourselves— 
and  three  mighty  pumpkins 
(which  were  silently  earrled  , 
away  one  dark  night  before 
we  had.  a ebance  to  sample 
one).  The  watermelons  were 
small— not  more  than  seven  or  ■> 
eight  inches  long— but  delict-  ' 
ously  juicy.  The  muskmelons 
simply  failed  to  materialize. 
I’ve  wohdered  since  if  we 
could  possibly  have  neglected 
to  plant  the  seeds.
